The Pentagon said the soldiers 
need a "moral vaccination" pro- 
gram that is called **libido re- 
entry," according to Time maga- 
zine. 

The male soldiers who have 
been stationed in the Persian Gulf 
for the past seven months, are be- 
ing warned to avoid scams from 
women who think the soldiers are 
starved for sex. "We expect that 
every hooker and con artist. . . 
will prey on these guys because 
theyVe got all this money saved 
up," according to a military 
spokesman.

Black Census Undercount 
Estimated Above 2 Million 

A preliminary analysis of the 
latest census figures by a congres- 
sional subcommittee indicates 
that more than two million Blacks 
may not have been counted in the 
Census Bureau's 1990 population 
count. 

The report, prejpared by Rep. 
Tom Sawyer (D., Ohio), chairman 
of the Subcommittee on Census 
and Population, called the Black 
undercount "greater than in 1980, 
and possibly greater than in any 
previous census." 

According to Census Bureau 
figures. Blacks make-up 12.1 per- 
cent of the population or 30.3 mil- 
lion people. 

Granil Jury Indicts Cops 
Implicated In L.A. Beating 

Four Los Angeles police offi- 
cers who allegedly participated in 
the videotaped beating of a Black 
man were recently indicted on 
numerous counts by a grand jury. 
In light of the beating that an- 
gered many across the nation, 
U.S. Attorney Gen. Richard 
Thomburgh ordered a nationwide 
investigation of brutality com- 
plaints. 

Charges announced by District 
Atty. Ira Reiner included assault 
with a deadly weapon, excessive 
use of force, inflictmg great body 
damage and falsifying reports. If 
convicted, the three officers who 
allegedly participated in the kick- 
ing and beating of Rodney King, 
and the sergeant who was in 
charge at the scene, face up to 
seven years in prison. The 12 oth-

Late MelvlH MacllH, DOS 
Bequeaths Beleegings Te 
2 Seis, Trust In Ws Nauie 

The late Dr. Melvin M. Maclin, 
a well known Chicago dentist who 
died of a heart attack in the city, 
stipulated in his will that his es- 
tate be divided among his two 
sons, Richard and David, and a 
trust fund bearing his name. 

Maclin, who had operated a pri- 
vate practice in the city since 
1954, was 62 when he died (Jet, 
Jan. 21). In his will dated March 
15, 1978, Maclin stipulated, "I 
give all of my personal and house- 
hold effects, including but not 
limited to automobiles, clothing, 
jewelry, furniture, books and pic- 
tures to my son, Richard, and my 
son, David, in equal shares, or to 
the survivor of them ..." 

The late dentist, who ran a 
thriving practice on the South 



Side of Chicago with his son. Dr. 
David Maclin, was also survived 
by another son, Melvin II; daugh- 
ters, Karen Tate and Melayne 
Maclin; his mother, Carrie Maclin; 
and three brothers, Ross, C.V. 
and Richard. While no monetary 
value was put on the estate, 
Maclin also named his two sons 
"joint tenants" of his home in the 
city as well as his "farm property 
located in Tennessee." 

"I give all the rest, residue and 
remainder of my estate wherever 
situated, which I may own at my 
death, or to which I may be enti- 
tled at my death ... to Chicago 
Title and Trust Company, as 
Trustee under that certain Trust 
Agreement . . . creating a trust 
known as the Melvin M. Maclin 
Trust," the document stated. 

Maclin named Erwin A. France 
and Malcolm H. Lee and Chicago 
Title and Trust Company co- 
executors of his will.

Botched NrcinGislon Costs 
AttoOtfl Hospitfll $22.8 Ml. 

In what may be one of the most 
substantial settlements in a single 
medical malpractice suit, North- 
side Hospital in Atlanta recently 
agreed to pay $22.8 million to a 5- 
year-old boy and his parents be- 
cause the boy suffered an organ 
loss after being circumcised at the 
hospital in 1985. 

The child's lawyers, Atty. Willie 
E. Gary of Stuart, Fla., and Atty. 
Thomas G. Sampson of Atlanta, 
concentrated largely on allega- 
tions of infringement of hospital 
protocol and the utilization of in- 
appropriate equipment to circum- 
cise the infant, whose name and 
likeness Gary told Jet is best left 
unpublished to protect the child's 
privacy. On the day of the 1985 
operation, which took place one 
day after the child was bom, the 
lawsuit alleged that the apparatus 
normally used in neonatal circum- 
cision was out of service and the 
equipment was therefore im- 

Attys. Thomas G. Sampson and Wil- 
lie E. Gary represented Atlanta 
youth in $22.8 million lawsuit. 
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properly substituted by hospital 
staff. Originally, the child's penis 
showed only a small blister, but 
over the next 17 days it began to 
deteriorate until, "it just sloughed 
off," Gary explained. 

According to Gary, the boy, 
who is still in pain periodically, 
will never be able to nmction sex- 
ually as a normal male, and will 
require prolonged reconstructive 
surgery, psychological counsel- 
ing, infectious disease treatment 
and unending urological care. 

The boy's parents have since 
had another son who is fine, Gary 
told Jet.

Consuming fortified foods such 
as fruits, vegetables, herbs, 
spices and grains may help fight 
off cancer a toxicologist at the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute suggests. 

Dr. Herbert Pierson believes 
that the cancer-fighting ability of 
edibles can be increased by for- 
mulating foods naturally embel- 
lished with protective resources.

Center for Nutrition at Meharry 
Medical College, also has no doubt 
that breakfast is important. "It's 
probably the most important meal 
of the day," he told Jet. *Tou can 
get energy and all the nutrients 
you need. . .right away," he ex- 
plained. 

But while eating breakfast is vi- 
tal, he warns that if you're going 
to eat it you need to do so every- 
day because "bodies get used to a 
biological clock." 

Meanwhile, a recent study sup- 
ports the fact that breakfast is not 
only good for the spirits it also 
helps lower cholesterol levels. 

The study published in the Jour- 
nal of School Health found that 
kids who regularly ate high-fiber 
cereals had the lowest cholesterol 
levels, an average of 149 com- 
pared to an average level of 172 
for kids who regularly skipped 
breakfast. 

The reason isn't clear why 
breakfast skippers have higher 
cholesterol levels but Ken Kes- 
nicow author of the study specu- 
lates it may be that they are less 
health-conscious and eating more 
fat during the day," according to 
an article in USA Today. 

Some ingredients from plants 
that coulafind their way into com- 
monplace foods include sterols 
from cucumber, polyacetylenes 
from parsley, sulnir fi'om garlic 
and indoles from cabbage. 

A program that would formulate 
such foods could cost ^0 million. 
But the results would be worth 
the money especially since studies 
reveal people who eat the most 
vegetables and fruits have the 
lowest death rates from cancer.

Townsend said Heartbeats is 
"really about friendship and what 
is friendship. True friendship 
withstands the test of time, if 
you're really friends. It's about 
the bond . . . it's a happy story, 
then it's a sad story. I believe in 
forgiveness ... I believe that God 
works." 

The movie is directed by Town- 
send from a screenplay by Town- 
send and Keenen Ivory Wayans. 
Townsend co-stars as Donald 
"Duck" Matthews, the Heart- 
beats' serious songwriter. 
Michael Wright, who appeared in 
Streamers and The Principal y 
plays the Heartbeats' lead singer, 
Eddie King Jr., a man plagued by 
personal demons. Leon, who 
gained national attention with his 
performance in pop star Madon- 
na's video Like A Prayer, plays 
the womanizing Heartbeat, J.T.

Townsend did not hold audi- 
tions for the actors who star as 
the Heartbeats, because he in- 
stinctively knew he had found the 
right actor for each role.

"So no one had to 
read. I met them one time, and 
they were cast. Fm really proud 
of these men. Fm proud to be as- 
sociated, to know them,** he said. 

Townsend did however, hire 
vocalists for himself and the 
Heartbeats who are not actually 
singing. "I did voice casting as 
well, because I can't compete with 
Luther," he laughed. 

But 12-year-old Tressa Thomas, 
who plays Townsend's little sis- 
ter, is indeed singing and sings up 
a soulful storm in one scene in the 
movie.

Michigan To Teach Pupils 
About Abortion Rights 

Detroit schoolchildren as young 
as 11 years old will be learning 
more than reading, writing and 
arithmetic next fall. Their new 
lessons will include how to get an 
abortion without the knowledge 
of their parents. An often-over- 
looked provision of the state's 
parental consent law, which takes 
effect March 28, mandates public 
school officials to educate young- 
sters in sixth through twelfth 
grades how to get an abortion 
without parental consent by peti- 
tioning a probate court to waive 
the consent requirement. 

While 14 other states with 
parental consent laws also have 
waivers or bypass measures. 



Michigan is the only one that re- 
quires the public school system to 
formally tell students under 18 
they can petition the court for a 
waiver. While some districts have 
said they won't comply with the 
measure. State Rep. Maxine Her- 
man of Southfield, said in a New 
York Times interview, "We aren't 
showing kids a way to get around 
their parents. Court is a much 
more frightening prospect for 
most of these kids. All tne provi- 
sion really does is give kids exist- 
ing information about the law. 
And, frankly, no government 
should hide a law it passes."

Holyfield doesn't deny the 
claim, but calls the situation a 
"setup." "I know. . .because when 
she got here, she said.

But youll 
know about it if I decide to do it.' " 

The divorce was not finalized 
because Paulette Holyfield did 
not have legal representation at 
the time, after her lawyers with- 
drew, allegedly for non-payment.

The homeless man in New York 
who said he is the ex-boxing 
champion Johnny Bratton, is an 
imposter, according to Bratton's 
family. 

The real Johnny "Honey Boy" 
Bratton, who is now 63, is living 
in a retirement home on Chicago^s 
South Side and has not even been 
in New York in many years, his 
family told Jet. 

"They didn't even check that 
stuff out," Bratton's brother, Jer- 
ry told Jet. "Johnny hasn't been 
in New York in ages." The ex- 
champ is indeed "domg fine," said 
Jerry who is the owner of the Jer- 
ry Bratton Jewelry shop in down- 
town Chicago. The former champ 
has another brother. Lawyer 
Bratton who is a former CHA 
housing supervisor and a son, 
Dana Bratton, who lives in Los 
Angeles. 

Tlie real Bratton told Jet: "Fm 
doing all right." He said he had 
heard about the imposter in New 
York City. "Some reporters told 
me about it. I read about it too, in 
the newspapers," the ex-champ 
said. "I have no feelings. I guess 
he must think a lot of me to want 
to be me." 

During a visit to Johnson Pub- 
lishing Company headquarters in 
Chicago, Bratton reminisced 
about his championship career. 

The handsome ex-welterweight 
champion, whose fans affection- 
ately called him "Honey Boy," 
turned pro in 1944 and had a ca- 



reer that lasted until 1955. 

Age hasn't taken that charisma, 
style and wit that made him king 
of the ring. 

Asked if he thought of himself 
as a pioneer who helped open the 
doors for the boxing greats of to- 
day who enjoy multi-million con- 
tracts, he says. "Yeah, yeah, I did 
my part," he laughed proudly 
flashing that handsome smile that 
made women swoon in his hey- 
day. *Teah," he grinned again. "I 
think I did my part." 

The ex-boxing champ jokingly 
tells today's boxers: "Save your 
money and buy good whiskey," he 
laughs. "That's an old saying." 
Then, getting serious, he says, 
"Stay in shape and save your 
money." 

He says the key to his survival 
as a boxer who once ruled the ring 
to his quiet retiring days now is 
"saying prayers at night. Having 
faith. Having good natured people 
around."

He had height and reach to go 
with his boxing ability.^ As for 
Ali, he says proudly, "Muhammad 
Ali is the best tlrnig that came 
through. He put fighting back on 
its feet." 

The homeless man who recently 
claimed to be Bratton was at 
Harlem Hospital Center in New 
York at Jet press time. Accord- 
ing to the New York Post, he was 
acEnitted to the hospital center's 
alcohol rehabilitation program. 

The hospital has not released 
the real name of the homeless 
man. "He is presently admitted 
under the name of Johnny Brat- 
ton and that has to be disproved 
legally before we can make any 
ac^ustments," hospital spokesman 
Juan Dandridge told Jet. 

The homeless man had been liv- 



ing in New York's Port Authority 
Bus Terminal and was able to con- 
vince several newspapers and TV 
stations that he was the ex-champ 
Bratton. 

Bratton's family in Chicago and 
Los Angeles saw the TV news 
broadcasts and decided to set the 
record straight. 

Bratton was known for his dash- 
ing, fast pace lifestyle. Writing in 
Jet (June 16, 1956) then Sports 
Editor A.S. Doc Young said: "The 
Johnny Bratton story is a tale of 
quick, flashing success. . .Back in 
1944, when Johnny turned pro, he 
was a picture fighter who showed 
fancy footwork, fast hands, and 
exciting K.O. power. Before he 
was 21, he earned $300,000 and 
developed a love for the huge life. 
He wore $300 overcoats, $200 
suits, $40 hats. *He used to buy 
Cadillacs the way you'd buy a 
glass of water,' his (then)-wife 
once said."

Who Should Bo 
Blamod For The 
Violence At 
Movie Theaters? 

With the recent outbreaks of 
mayhem and brutality at mov- 
ie theaters across the country 
showing the hit gangster film 
New Jack City, moviegoers are 
wondering who should be blamed 
for the onslaught of violence at 
movie theaters? 

Based on the life of Harlem 
drug kingpin Nickie Barnes, New 
Jack City shows the violence and 
destruction associated with the 
illegal drug trade. Unfortunately, 
however, the mayhem has not 
been limited to the silver screen. 

In Los Angeles, a band of about 
1,500 young people broke win- 
dows and looted stores in the 
trendy Westwood area after thea- 
ter management oversold a show- 
ing of the flick. A New York man 
was killed and in Chicago one man 
was stabbed and another shot in 
the leg in separate incidents.

people following a showing of the 
movie and three officers and a 
civilian were hurt in Sayreville, 
N.J., when a fight started in the 
theater lobby. Two men were 
shot while standing in line to see 
the movie in Dearborn, Mich., and 
a riot erupted in a Detroit movie 
house. 

George Jackson and Douglas 
McHenry, producers of the mov- 
ie, told Jet institutionalized ra- 
cism in general and the individu- 
als who committed the violent 
acts in particular are to blame. 
Jackson said, "The persons

responsible for the violence are 
the ones committing the violence. 
We make a constructive anti- 
drug, anti-violence statement in 
the movie. . .the people who are 
responsible are the ones who com- 
mitted the acts." 

McHenry added, "We also think 
institutional racism has a lot to do 
with it. Three people were mur- 
dered during Godfather III. If it 
had been WWte people rioting in 
Westwood, this situation wouldn^t 
have been blown out of propor- 
tion." He said the movie, wnich he 
characterized as a "new age gang- 
ster film" (the movie took in $10 
million during its first five days), 
has been overshadowed by the 
violence. 

The producers, concerned for 
the safety of moviegoers who 
want to see the movie but don't 
want to take the risk of being vic- 
timized, said Warner Brothers 
has agreed to pay for additional 
security at theater owners* re- 



quests, will talk to theater owners 
about being extra sensitive in 
their treatment of young movie- 
goers and has plans for a series of 
public service announcements 
that ur^e viewers to enjoy the 
movie without getting involved in 
a fracas. 

Warner Brothers spokesman 
Robert Friedman said only a 
handful of theaters in the country 
had pulled the movie because of 
resulting violence. "Unfortunate- 
ly, where youths get together 
there are often problems." 

The film, which stars Wesley 
Snipes, rapper Ice T., Nelson 
Judd and Mario Van Peebles, is a 
contemporary tale of a drug lord 
and the police officers who try to 
destroy ms empire set to an urban 
hip-hop beat. 

Van Peebles, who makes his 
directorial debut in New Jack 
City and also stars as a police offi- 
cer, maintains the movie should 
not be viewed as the catalyst for

random acts of violence but rath- 
er one for positive change. In an 
interview on the ABC-TV 
"Home** show, Van Peebles said, 
"When I did New Jack Cityy I saw 
an opportunity to make a movie 
that lads woiid go see; to make 
edutainment," to educate and en- 
tertain. He added "Kids are not 
going to see a nice little, *Just Say 
No* movie. But theyTl see New 
Jack City with all the music and 
the rappers and the excitement 
and the consequences.** 

While there have been acts of 
violence connected with the film 
and similar episodes durine show- 
ings of Colors and Godfather III, 
Van Peebles said, the medium 
should not be blamed for the ensu- 
ing chaos. "There are some kids 
who go (to the movies) who do 
have problems. Just like you*ve 
had soccer matches in Britain 
where there was violence but no 
one ever said it was the soccer 
match. . .So, some of these kids if 
they met at Mary Poppins would 
cause a problem.** 

Many agreed that some un- 
savory characters are drawn to 
this type of film genre. And just 
like moviemakers visit drug- 
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New Jack City shows ruthless and 
compassionate side of mobster Nino 
Brown (1^ Wesley Snipes) and hench- 
man Gee Money (Allen Payne). 

infested areas to give their films 
that true-to-life rmg, some drug 
dealers and gang members turn 
to the movies to find new ways to 
beat the establishment, according 
to one expert. Charles Norman, a 
counselor in New York with the 
city-operated Conmiunity Youth 
Gang Services, said movies like 
New Jack City draw gang mem- 
bers who come *^o pick up some 
strategy, looking for the upper 
hand, looking for some additional 
tools in the things they do.** 

In a New York Times article, 
Norman added, "These young- 
sters are wise. They are looking 
for different ways and different 
techniques and different weapons 
and different tricks and ways of 
approaching lawyers and 
judges . . . ** by watching the action 
on the silver screen. 

Snipes, who portrays a flashy 
and cold-blooded crack dealer, al- 
so feels it is unfair to blame the 
movie for vicious assaults when 
theater officials should take some 
responsibility for crowd control. 
In the Westwood outbreak, the 
melee resulted after a showing of 
New Jack City had been oversold. 
Snipes said m an interview on 
"The Arsenio Hall Show,** "You 
sell 1,500 tickets to anybody, you 
want to see the Grateful Dead» 
you want to see Boz Scaggs, 1,500 
tickets and you standing on the 
outside with the ticket and they 
don*t let you in and they say they 
may or may not give you your 
money back. What woula you do?"

The actor, who most recently 
appeared in Spike Lee^s Afo' Bet- 
ter BlueSy said it*s unthinkable 
that some would blame the movie 
since "it's anti-riot, anti-drug, 
anti-fratricide, anti-any kind of 
negative social behavior across 
the board." Furthermore, "It has 
not been proven that films have 
that type of effect on people any- 
way. If that was the case, then 
you*d see a lot more violent action 
and activity going on right now 
and the film is still playing," he 
added. 

Dr. Charles V. Willie, a profes- 
sor of education and urban studies 
at Harvard University in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., agreed that there 
was probably little cause and ef- 
fect relationship between the 
movie and outbursts of violence. 
Willie told Jet, the savage epi- 
sodes linked to New Jack City 
have more to do with the violence 
in society as a whole than the 
movie itself. 

"I think it probably has to do 
with -not so much the picture - 
but the celebration of violence in 
our society." What's more, Willie 
noted, violence as entertainment 
is nothing new to the art world. 

"The elite in their finery have 
for years attended opera as a 
form of entertainment and some 
operas are known to be a violent 
. . .like Wagner's Das Rheingold" 
Willie concluded, "The business of 
entertaining ourselves through 
violence is nothing new; it didn't 
just start with the advent of this 
Black film." He said, "... It's been 
a part of our society- an inap- 
propriate part- for a good long 
time, much to our peril."
